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‘CONGRESS AND LOBBIES 

Senator David I. Walsh’s proposal for an 
amendment to the senate’s rules. under which there 
would be registration with the secretary of the senate 
of. alle lobbyists operating in Washington and the 
amount of funds at their disposal—is hardly complli- 
mentary to the senate’s membership. It virtually in- 
volves the theory that the senators are not capable of 
pursuing a straight course regardless of the powerful 
lobbies. 

Mr. Walsh is of course right in his contention 
that there is altogether too much lobbying going on. 
But not all the lobbying has sinister purpose back of 
it. Friends of the World Court for example have 
doubiless done a considerable amount of lobbying in 
recent years. 

Members of congress to be sure need to keep a 
sharp lookout regarding the lobbying for and against 
all measures. But isn't it possible that the members 
sometimes pay needless attentions to lobbyists to 
threats and pressure from various groups and organiza- 
} tions? Senators and representatives are elected by 
‘ the people. Will not the people in the end support 
senators and representatives who have the courage to 
say “No” when a “No” is best for the country, or a 
“Yes” when a “Yes” is best for the country, regard- 
less of what the lobbyists are demanding? Couldn’t 
congress itself do a little effective lobbying against 
the lobbies without any additional rules regulations 
or laws?

With a 5-and-10 ,cent store as 
the highly modern background on 
which the star paints a glowing 
comedy-romancéy Mary Pickford’s 
latest production, ““My Best Girl,” 
opened yesterday at the California 
Theatre. 

The picture is a delight. The 
theme ig a pleasing variation of 
the ever-popular “Cinderella” 
type, with Miss Pickford in the 
role of a stock-gir] in the base- 
ment of the great “five and dime” 
establishment, and the leading 
man, Charles Rogers, as the son 
of the millionaire owner. A light- 
hearted humor that never reaches 
the slapstick variety, yet which 
pervades the entire film, serves to 
carry the audience along irresis- 
tibly, and Kathleen Norris, the 
noted novelist, has introduced an 
unusual degree of heart interest 
und appeal into the story. 

Whoever it was that designed 
the “sets’’ used in the production 
deserves laurel wreaths. The 
realism of the mammoth 5-and-10 
cent store and of the huge street 
scenes is no small factor in 
maintaining the atmospheric 
quality of the picture. . 

Sam Taylor, whose work with 
Harold Lloyd has made him one 
of the most noted directors in the 
comedy field, is probably respon- 
sible for many of the humorous 
situations in the production.
